The Use of Leaves. 


| ‘The office and utility of leaves are becom- 
ing better understood by evitivatots than for- 
|merly} yet we find a good many still adher- 
ing to the old belief that the stn’s rays, di- 
| rectly shining on forming fruit, are what pers 
fect it, independently of other influences. 
On this subject, theory and practice have 
been invariably found in perfect accordance 
| witheach other. The pfinciples of physiolo- 
wy teach us that the sap of a tree, when it 
|passes in at the roots, remains nearly un- 
chenged in its upward progress throngh stem 


and btanches, until it reaches the leaves, 
| where, being spread out in those thin or- 
gains, to light and air, it undergoes a com- 
‘plete change, and thus hetomes suited to 
the formation of new wood and new fruit. 

| Strip a fapidly growing tree of its leaves 
at mid-summer, and from that moment the
